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Sutter fired by commissioners

The outcome of the July 31 spe- 
cial meeting was never really in 
doubt. 

After listening to a barrage of 
allegations against suspended city 
administrator Carolyn Sutter, East 
Jordan City Commissioners voted 
5-2 to terminate her employment 
with the city. Lyle Etcher and Ron 
Klooster cast the “no” votes, while

Sutter had no comment after the 
meeting, referring all questions to 
her attorney, Marshall Grate of 
Grand Rapids, who confirmed 
Sutter will receive three months’ 
severance pay. 

The meeting, which was held in 
the Civic Center to accommodate

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ly past 7:30 p.m. when a special 
prosecuting attorney hired by the 
city, Peter Doren of Traverse City. 
spent over an hour detailing the 15 
charges leveled against Sutter. 

City attorney Scott Beatty noted 
before Doren spoke that the pur- 
pose of the open forum was to 
consider the options of Sutter’s 
suspension, removal or reinstate- 
ment.

“The hearing is being held at the request of the administrator, 
pursuant to her rights under the charter,” he said. 

“I think what you hear tonight may shock you ... I apologize in 
advance for some of the language I’m going to use ...,” said Doren 
before going into the charges. But the allegations read off by Doren 
sounded familiar to anyone who attended the June 13 meeting which 
resulted in Sutter’s suspension. 

They included inappropriate management style, misuse-squan- 
dering of city resources, creating low employee morale, arbitrary 
and capricious handling of city employees and improper restriction 
of the clerk in the performance of her duties. Doren provided details 
of Sutter’s alleged improper acts. 

In addition to numerous minor offenses Sutter is alleged to have 
committed, Doren mentioned several more serious charges, includ- 
ing obscene language and gestures used with city employees, threats 
against employees, tampering with commissioners’ mail, and an 
alleged incident of sexual harassment. 

Doren cited further incidents which allegedly showed Sutter’s 
conflicting direction to city employees; lack of knowledge of zoning 
matters, mishandling of city resources and “inability to delegate 
authority.” 

“The information I’ve given you is just the tip of the iceberg ... 
What I’ve given you is just a sampling of some of the bad things ~ 
what’s missing is the bad things we don’t know about,” Doren said 
to commissioners and audience members after presenting the nu- 
merous allegations. 

Grate asked for and was granted a 10-minute recess. When the 
hearing re-convened, Grate stated his client had been subjected to “a 
fundamental break in due process” because he didn’t receive a 
detailed copy of the allegations against her, as requested, until he 
arrived at the hearing. 

“We have no illusion about this particular fori providing a fair 
and just hearing of these matters,” he said. 

Regarding an incident when Sutter was hospitalized and was 
accused of not properly delegating authority, Grate said.“ heard the 
prosecutor accuse my client of abrogating her responsibilities while 
absent for two days. I was told she was in intensive care at Char- 
levoix Area Hospital.” 

Grate continued, “I want to share these facts about my client: She 
has three college degrees ... Western Michigan University has 
thought so highly of her, they named her a distinguished alumnus, 
not a designation they hand out lightly.” 

He noted Sutter has two master’s degrees, has authored papers and 
books on city finance, and as a single mother raised two children. 

“We’re not talking about a dysfunctional human being here,” 
Grate said. 

He did not respond specifically to most of the 15 charges. 

“Putting aside all of the allegations, most of which we deny, it 
seems to me there was a watershed event which caused all this to 
come forward,” said Grate, referring to the firing of city clerk Kathy 
O’Rear in June, two days before Sutter’s suspension. 

Commissioners rehired O’Rear at the July 16 meeting, and agreed 
to pay the clerk’s legal expenses in exchange for O’Rear’s dropping 
of a threatened lawsuit against the city. 

Grate also comi.@nted on the charge that access for information to 
the city auditor be handled through Sutter was a restriction of the 
auditor’s duties. He said the city charter charges the city administra- 
tor with that responsibility, and there’s nothing odd about having 
communication go through Sutter. 

Grate waived offers to question witnesses or for a continuance. He 
said his client did not have the level of legal protection in this type 
of forum as she would in a courtroom. Grate also repeated his 
complaint that details on the specific allegations, which he said were 
requested July 2, were not given to him until he anne at the 
hearing. 

“I’m not casting any aspersions, but to be frank, it put us at a huge 
disadvantage,” he said. 

“That ... was addressed by the opportunity to have acontinuance,” 
Beatty responded. 

After the meeting was adjourned, Peck said the city’s next move 
will be to seek out ‘“‘a is ee city administrator” as soon as 
possible. 

“T, too, am sad things had to come to this .. 
of it was done in the best interests of the city,” he said. 

Asked about the next move for Sutter, Grate responded, “This is 
obviously a very unpleasant experience for her ... She will attempt 


to seek out other employment, and I fee! what’s happened here is 


going to make that very difficult, particularly enpieymeal in any 
_ type of public administration.” 
_. Grate wouldn’t say whether Sutter plans to sue, ‘but said: “Wewill 


be reviewing all our r legal options.”

Commissioners criticized for crisis handling 


I AM ANGRY and appalled at the recent 
actions taken by our city commission. As our 
elected officials, you have sworn an oath to 
safeguard the welfare and reputation of ourcity 
in the execution of your office under our char- 
ter. 

In my judgment, the board has failed the 
citizens and business owners of our communi- 
ty. The point is not whether Ms. O’ Rear should 
or should not have been terminated or whether 
Ms. Sutter should or should not continue in 
office. The point is the commission ignored the 
information it was presented concerning the 
deterioration of the executive administration 
and failed to respond in a pro-active manner to 
alleviate the problems before the situation es- 
calated to the dilemma we now find ourselves 
having to deal with. 

Your own investigation of the allegations 
against Ms. Sutter revealed the fact you were 
notified of the problems yet failed to act. Our 
city now finds itself liable for possible mone- 
tary damages due to publicized slanderous ac- 
cusations made by commissioners and counsel, 
liable for possible punitive damages for actions 
taken in possible violation of our city charter, 
and liable for past, current and future attorney 
fees due to the commission’s failure to carry out 
its responsibilities in a timely manner. 

East Jordan’s reputation as a growing, Vi- 
brant business-friendly community has been 
tamished due to recent media attention. What 
message have you, as our governing officials, 
sent to potential investors in our community? Is 
East Jordan a good investment at the present 
time? Can our current business owners have 
confidence about a decent return on their in- 
vestments given the lack of effective leadership 
and potential budgetary constraints caused by 
your recent actions? 

I realize the past year has been a difficult one 
for the City of East Jordan. Any transition from 
one form of government structure to another is 


fraught with potential calamity. However, this 
is no excuse for your failure to do your home- 
work, be pro-active in setting executive policy, 
and preventing the escalation of this incidentto 
its present proportions. 

How many years are we going to have to deal 
with this incident and its negative media atten- 
tion as it progresses through the court system? 
How much more bad press can our city handle 
without ithaving a negative impacton the level 
of new investment, property values and tax 
revenues? 

Will the city be able to attract a talented 
candidate for city administrator? Will a new 
administrator feel confident in appointing a 
qualified management team of his or her own 
choosing without incurring the wrath of your 
commission? 

The citizens of East Jordan don’t have many 
alternatives; the business owners who are not 
residents have none. Should the citizens recall 
some of you, compounding the lack of progress 
created by this situation? 

Should they allow you to continue in office 
and trust that you will execute your responsi- 
bilities properly and learn from your mistakes? 
Can you restore our confidence in you? Can 
you restore the confidence of potential inves- 
tors in our community? Can you restore the 
morale of our citizens and business owners? 

I don’tknow what the answers are. Recalling 
some of you or allowing your resignations 
would be letting you off the hook too easy in 
my opinion, yet I’m not sure some of you 
deserve to represent the city given your past 
actions. 

I do feel some of you owe the City of East 
Jordan a public apology. Maybe that could be 
your first step toward restoring our confi- 
dence. I hope it’s not too late.

There will be four events: a 10K 
run, a5K run, a SK walk, and a 1-mile fun run. It will be a day where 
running and walking enthusiasts or just casual nature observers can 
come together for a day of fun and relaxation in the scenic Jordan 
Valley.

The events are designed to: 

* promote physical fitness and self-challenging opportunities in a 
natural, scenic environment 

* raise awareness of the natural surroundings of the Jordan River 
Watershed and its scenic beauty and uniqueness as a watershed

* convey the need to preserve and protect the Jordan River and the 
watershed 

* promote and raise awareness of the Friends of the Jordan, its goals 
as an organization, and opportunities for involvement. 

The 5K run/walk will kick off at 8:30 a.m. with the start of the 10K 
to follow at 9 a.m. at the Alba Sportsmen’s Club in Alba.

Art takes over Charlevoix 


The northern Michigan resort town of Charlevoix will undergo its 
annual transformation into a mega-outdoor fine art gallery Sat., Aug. 10, 
when some 128 fine artists from around the United States gather to 
display their works in the 38th annual Waterfront Art Fair. 

“The fair will have a fresh look,” said Eileen Heck, art fair spokes- 
woman. “We have accepted fewer artists so there will be more space for 
everyone. And artists who have come to Charlevoix for many years will 
be in new locations. Works by new artists will be interspersed through- 
out the fair.” 

Spread across the stepped terraces of Charlevoix’s downtown park, 
the Charlevoix Art Fair creates a montage of color and form with Round 
Lake Harbor as a backdrop. The fair brings together an array of painters, 
sculptors, ceramicists, photographers, wood workers and jewelers. 

The fair also draws art lovers and collectors, gallery buyers and art 
dealers because of its rigorous jurying process. 

“Our goals are to achieve a balance in the variety of art displayed, to 
introduce exciting young artists and to maintain the quality everyone has 
come to expect of this fair,” said Heck. 

One of the new artists exhibiting at the fair, gold and platinum jeweler 
James C. Smith of Traverse City, said he “decided to try the Charlevoix 
Art Fair as my first show because I heard the clientele was sophisticat- 
ed.” 

Sponsored by the Charlevoix Council for the Arts, the funds generated 
by the art fair are used to bring symphonies, acting troupes, dance 
ensembles and artists in residence to Charlevoix Schools. 

Another newcomer to the Char- 
Jevoix fair is Denmark-borm sculp- 
tor G. E. Olsen. Working in mar- - 
ble, Olsen carves pieces that em- 
phasize the beauty of the stone and 
simplicity of forms. His female 
figures, bears and abstract pieces 
are shown in galleries from Ha- 
waii to Washington, D.C.

WHAT’S COOKING 


Recipes designed in the kitchen of Debbie Chappuies, 
with East Jordan cooks in mind. 

One of my favorite meals any time of year is sauteed vegetables 
served over pasta. Until the last few years, I have always been one 
that needed a recipe in hand and measured every ingredient. I’ve 
discovered cooking is a lot more fun when I take a basic recipe and 
play around with it, making it uniquely my own. 

Vegetables and Pasta 

Just slice your choice of vegetables such as summer squash, 

zucchini, sweet onions, mushrooms, tomatoes, or canned arti- 


chokes. 


In a large frying pan or wok, heat some olive oil and garlic. Add 
whatever seasonings make sense, such as a little dill, oregano, 
parsley or rosemary. Learn to smell the fragrance of the herbs and 
combine those that don’t conflict - for example, oregano and chili 
powder probably wouldn’t taste good together. 

Once your seasonings have had a chance to blend in the hot oil 
{ about a minute), add your vegetables and cook until crisp, while 
tossing them to coat with the seasonings. 

Meanwhile, cook either angel hair or linguine pasta according to 
package directions. When all is ready, drain the pasta, add it to the 
vegetables and toss. Add a little more oil if needed. 

Meat may be included in this dish - brown some chicken strips or 
cubes and add to the mixture. Fresh salmon steak would also be a 
tasty addition. Get creative, but more importantly, have fun with

Krueger called the accreditation,

Charlevoix Area Hospital’s Pres- 
ident Richard L. Krueger was up- 
beat in his message to the hospital’s 
membership at their annual meeting 
July 16. 

He specifically mentioned posi- 
tive comments from patients, the 
Joint Commission on Accreditation 
of Health Care Organizations fol- 
lowing their two-day review, and 
the Michigan Hospital Performance 
Report.

She listed 
services such as immunization clin- 
ics for children, coordination of pro- 
grams with the District Health De- 
partment, freedom from smoking 
classes, health screenings, and out- 
patient services such as water thera- 
py as ways the hospital meets the 
needs of area residents to stay 
healthy. 

Arthur “Al” Ranger, board secre- 
tary-treasurer, outlined the hospi- 
tal’s income and expenses for the 
past fiscal year. He pointed out that 
over $1.15 million worth of care 
was given free due to the fact that 
Medicare and Medicaid do not re- 
imburse the hospital for its costs. 

Also included is $64,850 which 
was given as charity care. The hos- 
pital’s total operating income was 
$10.8 million with operating expens- 
es being $10.75 million. 

Guild President Ed McGee said, 
“We had 132 active volunteers who 
gave 10,259.75 hours last year.” 
McGee said this was a record year 
and represents $71,814 in labor sav- 
ings to the hospital. 

The membership confirmed the 
re-election of Mary Jason, John 
Buick, and Sulane Hamilton to the 
Board of Directors for three-year 
terms.
